Wednesday night's meeting of tbe 
above society was one which wil] Jong 
he remembered by everyone of the large 
number present. Besidee the ordinary 
student gathering there were &feo pres- 
ent a number of members of t)he Cana- 
dian Railway Club, an 1 the Je,iur e ,-ooli 
in the Physics Building was filled to 
overflowing. 

Dean Bovey, in introducing the speak- 
er of the evening, Mr. L. King, of the 
New York Central Line., spoke in glow- 
ing terms o£ his k ndmss m coming from 
Xew York specially to addre^ the stu- 
dents, and laid great stress on Khe iact 
that it was altogether due to the indi- 
vidual efforts of Professor Morgan that 
such a treat" wbs possible. 

With tew preliminary remark-, exeept 
to thank the Dean for his kind words 
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of introduction, Mr. King launched into 
In- subject, 4 ' Railroading in-doore," and 
6c» fully an hour and a quarter kept 
the closest attention of the large audi- 
ence. 

1I< first showed the great benefit a 
paying ia':!n>ad was .to .the country, hut 
pointed out that it was ne-c-aiy for 
the road to have the good-will of the 
investing public in order for any great 
improvements or extents on s to be made, 
lie next (Meonaed the administration ot 
a modera railroad, the two separate or- 
g an nz aH iMMi which composed at, and tne 
various departments and officers be!)ong- 
ing to each. After describing t'he 
working and duties of 'these, he said: 
"To obtain the best reeuite a railway 
should be run on economic prmcM j>le-, 
and the pre&ideilft should be kept incon- 
stant touch with the work of the various 
departments." 

He then dhcussed fuUy the different 
kinds of storks and bonds, the (powers 
they invested in their holders, and the 
maimer in which they were issued and 
transferred. 

In conclusion, he referred! to the agi- 
tation tor .public ownership of railways, 
elainKMtf that we now possessed that, BM 
the small stockholder, at present, held 
the controlling power. Any change, lie 
thought, would merely mean the control 
of the railways by a few great capital- 
ists. 

Mr. Finlayeon, President of the Junior 
( ta£S, in a few well-chosen words, mov- 
ed a vote of thanks to the speaker, 
which WW duly seconded. Dean iiovcy, 
in a siliort speech, presented kie thanks 
of bhe ^iihei-mg to Mr. King and ex- 
pressed his personal appreciation of the 
leariure.

For over twenty y ears, Dr. Kierwtead 
filled the chair of English Literature 
and M'oral Philosophy ait Actadia Col- 
lege. Two years ago .lie was prevailed 
upon to join .the professorial start' ot 
MuMaster University. iHisi scholastic at- 
tainments and power of oratory are well 
known throughout the Maritime 1*1 o- 
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vinccv. lie has impressed with his per- 
sonality students who have had the 
rare privilege of meeting him, not only 
in the class room, but in the varied ac- 
tivities of college Mfe. He is a man 
who has endeared (himself to all stu- 
dents who have come into contact wittb 
him. Bristling with original ideas, and 
forceful in the expression -of them, Mc- 
Gill men may well expect something ex- 
ceptionally good from him.

Historical Club 

The regular meeting of the C lub was 
held Thursday evening, November 8, 
and had for discus-ion two papers on 
transport at ion. 

The first paper was read by Mr. Mc- 
Donald on the subject of "Railway 
Problema in the United States. 77 It 
me a severe indictment of the situation 
in the United States. The various kinds 
of discrimination were dealt with, and 
illustrated by many actual example-. 
The difhcultv encountered in enforcing 
the several .pieces of legislation which 
have been parsed in the attempt to 
check the evil was shown to be an al- 
most insurmountable one; the problem 
remains unsolved. 

The second paper treated of " Trans- 
continental T ra n sp o r t a t i om in Can ada, 7 ' 
Mr. Ellis began by pointing out that 
the tendency of transportation has been 
to connect the Bast and the West, fol- 
lowing the natural course of traffic, ra- 
ther than the North and the South. 
In 1871 British Columbia entered the 
Dominion of Canada, and one of the 
conditions of the union was that the 
Federal Government should commence 
operations within two years on a rail- 
road to connect the western seaboard 
with the railroad system of the older 
parts of Canada. The delays which 
were suffered, due to political and other 
causes, were then described; and the 
route of the railroad when finally com- 
pleted was clearly shown by reference to 
a large map of Canada. 



The paper next discussed the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. Tt is needed by the 
\\ e>t to aid in moving its enormous 
pram crop, as well as to open up its 
great stretches of fertile land. The 
terms of the contract between the Gov- 
ernment and the company were mention- 
ed and diecmssed m the non-partisan 
way in which Mr. Ellis treated the 
whole of his subject. 

Notice was also given to the Cana- 
dian Northern, J. J. Hill's proposals, 
and the great lakes and canals as per- 
taining to the subject under discussion. 

Both the papers gave evidence of 
very careful preparation of what must 
have been dithVult subjects to deal with. 
The members who prepared tbem merit 
the thank< and applause of the club 
for their earnest and intelligent efforts. 

Professor Morgan, head of the newly- 
formed department of Transportation of 
the Faculty of Applied Science, had 
kindly consented to be present; and 
around him and the readers of the 
papers centred an interesting discussion 
of the whole question of railways. The 
Professor suggested as a remedy for the 
evil of rebates that the railway com- 
panies return to the older form of agree- 
ments known as "pools," in which traf- 
fic is divided among the several com- 
peting roads in a certain fixed propor- 
tion. This has been declared illegal; 
but, if it were permitted under Govern- 
ment supervision and with ejntire pub- 
licity, it would go far towards effecting 
the much desired change.
